Being  a  by-law  for  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  auditor. 
The  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa 
ordains  and  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  to  be  held  in  the  year  1899 
there  shall  be  appointed  an  auditor  who  shall  held  oflfice  until  dis- 
missed for  cause  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Council,  who  shall  daily 
examine,  audit  and  report  on  the  accounts  of  the  Corporation,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Corpora- 
tion or  as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  direct.

3.  The  said  auditor  after  the  examination  of  every  account, 
voucher,  receipt  and  paid  debenture  submitted  to  him  for  audit,  shall 
stamp  in  indelible  letters  thereon  the  word  "audiied"  with  a  suitable 
stamp  and  pad  to  be  supplied  by  the  Corporation,  and  shall  also 
initial  the  same. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  the  said  auditor 
he  shall  perform  for  the  Corporation  the  duties  prescribed  for  auditors 
by  the  Municipal  Act  and  61  Victoria,  Chapter  23,  or  that  may  be 
prescribed  by  any  other  Act  of  the  Legislatura  hereafter  to  be  passed, 
and  in  addition  to  the  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  him  he  shall 
have  the  powers  given  to  auditors  by  the  said  Acts,  or  that  may  be 
given  by  any  other  Act  of  the  Legislature  hereafter  to  be  passed.

Being  a  by-law  to  regulate  the  nature  of  the  security  to  be  given 
by  officers  of  the  Corporation  required  to  give  security  for  the  failh- 
tnl  performance  of  their  duties. 

Tlie  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  c  f  Ottawa, 
enact  and  ordains  as  follows  : — 

1.  Forthwith  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  every  officer  of  the 
Corpoiation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  required  by  law  or  by-law  of  the 
said  Corporation  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  shall  substitute  for  the  bond  or  other  security  now  held  by 
the  said  Corporation  from  him  the  bond  or  policy  of  guarantee  of  an 
incorporated  Company,  empowered  to  grant  guarantees,  bonds  or 
policies  for  the  integrity  and  faithful  accounting  of  public  offi^^^ers, 
servants  or  persons  occupying  position*  of  trust  or  other  like  purposes 
in  a  like  penalty  as  that  mentioned  in  the  bond  or  other  security  now 
held  as  aforesaid  and  thereupon  the  bond  or  other  security  thereto- 
fore held  from  such  officer  shall  be  delivered  up  to  him. 

2.  Hereafter  all  officers  of  the  said  Corporation,  required  by  law 
or  by-law  of  the  said  Corporation  to  give  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  shall  give  as  such  security  the  Bonds  or 
Policies  of  an  incorporated  company  empowered  to  grant  guarantees, 
bonds  or  policies  for  the  integrity  and  faithful  accounting  of  public 
officers,  servants  or  persons  occupying  positions  of  trust  or  other  like 
purposes  and  no  securities  other  than  the  Bonds  or  policies  of  such 
incorporated  company  shall  be  accepted  from  such  officers. 

3.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  all  such  bonds  and  policies  of 
such  incorporated  Company,  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  sections 
shall  before  the  acceptance  of  the  said  bonds  or  policies  by  the  Cor- 
poration as  security  from  the  said  officers  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  City  Solicitor  and  City  Auditor. 

4.  The  City  Auditor  shall  furnish  to  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  the  said  Corporatian  at  its  first  meeting  in  each  year, 
a  list,  shewing  the  names  of  all  officers  of  the  said  Corporation 
required  by-law  or  by  law  of  the  said  Corporation  to  give  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.

To  borrow  from  the  Quebec  Bank  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  meet  current  expenditure.

Whereas,  the  Public  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Ottawa, 
in  the  County  of  Carleton,  have  required  the  Municipal  Council 
*of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  to  raise  or  borrow  the 
«um  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  purposes  of  acquiring  new 
school  sites  and  erecting  new  Public  School  Buildings  in  the  said 
City  of  Ottawa. 

And,  whereas,  it  is  expedient  and  advisable  in  the  interest  of 
the  ratepayers  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  to  raise  upon

To  provide  for  borrowing  money  by  the  issue  of  debentures, 
secured  by  special  rates,  for  tlie  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Cum- 
berland stveet,  as  a. Local  Improvement. 

Whereas,  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  and  the  Local  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  have  recommended  that  it  is  desir- 
able and  necessary  in  the  public  interest  to  construct  a  sewer 
on  Cumberland  street,  in  By  Ward,  as  follows:  From  Clarence 
street  to  the  South  half  of  lot  2G  on  the  south  side  of  Clarence 
fstreet,  lor  tlie  puri)()se  of  draining  tho  locality,  comprising  the 
city  lots  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  sanitary  or  drainage  purposes 
as  ji  Local  Improvement. 

And,  whereas,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
•of  Ottawa,  at  the  regular  uuM'ting  thereof,  held  on  the  1st  day  of 
November,  A.I).  1897,  adopted  tlie  said  recommendation,  and  af- 
iirmed  by  a  vote  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of 
I  lie  s^aid  Council,  that  it  was  desirable  and  necessary  in  the  public  in- 
terest to  construct  the  said  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  said 
Jooality  for  sanitary  or  drainage  purposes  as  a  Local  Improvement. 

And,  whereas,  upon  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the 
Board  of  Works  of  the  Council  of  the  v^orporation  of  the  City  of 
Ottawa,  it  was  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Council  desirable  and 
necessary  that  the  said  sewer  should  be  constructed  as  a  i^ocal 
Improvement,  the  said  Council  thereupon  gave  due  notice  of 
their  intention  to  pass  a  by-law  for  that  purpose,  and  to  assess 
and  levy  the  cost  of  such  work  upon  the  real  property  fronting 
or  abutting  upon  Cumberland  street  aforesaid,  within  the  limit's 
aforesaid,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf. 

And,  whereas,  although  duly  notified  as  aforesaid  of  such 

l)roposed  work  and    assessment,   the     majority   of     the    owners    of 

such  real  property,  representing  at  least  one-half  in  value  thereof, 

have  not  petitioned  the  said  Council  against  the  said  work  and 

assessment. 

And,  whereas,  it  has  been  ascertained  and  determined  that 
the  real  property  comprised  within  the  following  limits,  that  is

Being  a  J{y-law  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  debentures  to  the 
amount  or  -15l(vSG;).i)T,  to  ast'-st  in  the  construction  of  certain  local 
injproyenients  on  certain  streets  in  the  City  of  Ottawa.  \ 

Wiiereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Act,  and 
of  the  other  Statutes  in  that  belialf,  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Ottawa,  by  tlie  Council  thereof,  has,  during  the  current  year,  passed 
several  By-laws  for  the  raising  by  the  issue  of  local  improvement  de-

<.'f  February,  18U5),  the  amounts  required  for  carrying  out  certain 
local  improvements,  for  the -construction  of  artificial  stone  sidewalks, 
opening  and  extension  of  streets,  and  an  aspnalt  roadway  as  therein 
set  forth,  of  which  amount  the  City  is  to  disburse  certain  proportions 
over  and  above  the  sums  for  which  the  owners  of  the  real  property 
fronting  or  al)utting  upon  the  streets  whereon  such  improvements 
Iiave  been  constructed,  are  rated  under  the  said  By-laws,  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $46,869.97,  being  the  City's  share  of 
the  costs  of  the  same.  !

WHEREAS  tiie  said  Company  was  by  By-law  No.  1857  of  the 
said  Corporation  "Being  a  By-law  to  grant  certain  privileges  to  the 
Metropolitan  i<:iectrical  Company  of  Ottawa,  Limited,"  authorized 
and  permitted  to  construct,  erect  and  maintain  poles  and  wires  for 
the  conveyance  of  electricity  for  the  purposes  of  light,  heat  and 
power  along  the  sides  of,  across  and  under  the  streets,  lanes,  squares, 
bridges  and  other  jinblic  phices  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  to  convey 
electricity  thereby  for  tho  said  purposes  under  and  subject  to  certaii^ 
])rovjsos,  conditions,  reslrietioiis  and  legulations,  therein  men- 
tioned ajid  set  out  for  u  period  of  ten  yeai-s  from  the  loth  day  of 
August,  1898.  ^ 

AND  WIIIvHEAS  tl;e  said  Company  has  applied  to  the  Couccil 
of  the  said  Coqioration  to  extend  the  duration  of  the  said  francnise 
authority  and  i)ermission  to  a  })eriod  terminating  concurrently  with 
the  termination  of  the  franchise  granted  by  the  said  Corporation  to 
the  Ottawa  Electric  Railway  Company,  that' is  to  say  on  the  13th  day 
of  August,  19'.?;|,  antl  lias  olfered  in  return  therefor  to  execute  an 
agreement  granting  to  the  said  Cor|)oi alien  the  riglit  to  ac(juire  all 
lif  property  both  real  and  personal  as  well  without  as  within  the 
City  of  Ottawa,  including  its  water  power  and  power  house  wdiich 
may  be  then  owned  and  in  use  by  the  said  Company  in  connection 
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with  its  said  business  of  supplying  electricity  for  power,  light  and! 
?i<»3t  in  the  said  City  of  Ottawa  at  its  actual  value,  to  be  de^;erm- 
ijii  i  in  the  event  of  failure  to  agree  by  arbitration  at  any  time  during 
the  said  period  upon  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  18th  day 
of  August,  1898. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Corporation  has  agreed  to  accept 
the  said  offer  and  to  grant  the  said  extension. 

iVOW,  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSTH  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  premises  and  of  the  covenants  hereinafter  contained  the 
duration  of  the  said  franchise  and  authority  and  pennission  is  here- 
by extended  and  enhirge^d  until  and  for  a  periotl  terminating  on

of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  to  convey,  transmit,  and  supply  electricty 
thereby  for  the  said  purposes  and  for  the  purposes  of  its  said  busi- 
ness shall  have  and  is  hereby  granted  authority  and  permission 
to  use  all  poles  erected  or  to  be  erected  on  the  streets,  squares, 
lanes,  bridges  and  otlier  public  places  of  the  ?aid  City  of  Ottawa  by 
any  person  or  persons,  company,  or  companies  autliorized  thereto 
by  the  said  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  until 
and  for  a  form  terminating  on  the  said  13tli  day  of  August,  1923. 

And  that  the  said  Company  in  consideration  of  the  said  ex- 
tension and  enlargement  of  the  duration  of  the  period  of  the  said 
franchise  and  permission  and  authority  for  itself,  its  successors  and 
assigns  hath  convenaiitcd,  promised  and  agreed  and  dotli  hereby

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S.  Tlie  said  Company  sliall  df  so  required  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  use  tlio  poles  of  any  otlier  Company 
in  the  City,  or  any  poles  of  the  Corporation  of  OtUivva  on  any  ot  the 
streets  o±  the  City  on  which  the  said  Company  desires  to  have  its 
wires,  upon  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  to  be  determined  if 
neeessajy  by  arbitration  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescril.eil  for  the 
arijiu-aiion  provided  for  in  chiuse  11  of  the  said  By-law  Xo.  1851. 

3. — If  at  any  time  hereafter  the  said  Corporation  desires  to 
establish  a  Municipal  electric  i)li»nt,  either  for  the  purpose  of  light- 
ing the  stieets  of  the  City  ot  Ottawa  or  supplying  light,  heat  or 
power  to  consumeis  in  the  said  Cily  the  said  Corporation  notwith- 
standing anything  contained  in  any  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
1  roviiicc  of  Ontario,  or  any  Act  of  the  said  Legislature  which  mav 
hereaittT  lie  passed  shall  not  be  hound  to  olt'er  to  purchase  or  to  pur- 
chase the  Avorks  and  prop,  rty  of  the  company;  nor  shall  the  Company 
have  any  claim  for  damages  or  compensation  against  th-  said  (Cor- 
poration on  account  of  the  establishment  or  operation  of  a  nmnici- 
pai  electric  nlant. 

4.— And  the  said  Corpoiation  shall  have,  and  is

01  such  purcha.^^e  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion o±  the  Iranchise  herein  granted,  and  the  sa.id  unexpired  portion 
shaJl  in  the  event  of  such  purchase  become  forfeited
